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40. A traasmitter according to claim 39, configuied to transmit service 
information data via a first set of channels and to transmit said at least some of said 
service information data and said FEC data via a second, different set of channels. 

5 41. A transmitter for signalling service information in a communications 
network, the transmitter comprising: 

means for transmitting at least some of said service information data and 
said FEC data. 

10 42. A terminal configured to receive service information transmitted via a first 
channel^ comprising: 

means for receiving a copy of at least some of said service information data 
and forward error correction (FEC) data for said copy via a second, different set of 
channels.

43. A terminal configured to receive service information, comprising: 

means for receiving at least some of service information data and forward 
error correction (FEC) data for said at least some of said service information. 

20 44. A terminal according to claim 43, configured to receive service information 
data via a first set of channels and to receive said at least some of said service 
information data and said FEC data via a second, different set of channels. 

45. A receiver for receiving service information, the receiver comprising: 

2S means for receiving forward error correction (FEC) data for at least part of 

transmitting part of service information data as part of forward error correction 
data. 

46. A receiver for receiving service information from a communications 

30 network, the receiver comprising means for receiving at least some of said service 
information as at least part of forward error correction (FEC) data.
